Walkouts 


Slated for

CHICAGO, March 5.—(UP)—A 
nationwide walkout by two of the 
nation’s major railroad  brother- 
hoods has been called for 6 a. m. 
March 11, it was disclosed Tues- 
day night as government officials 
worked desperately to stave off 
|a threatened country - wide tele- 
| phone walkout. 
| Officials of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and the 
| Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
did not immediately confirm the 
report, but local unions revealed 
‘the strike call already had been 
sent out. 
| It was expected the Railway La- 
bor Disputes Act would be imme- 
‘diately set in operation and an 
-emergency fact-finding panel set 
up by President Truman. Under 
the act strikes must be held in 
abeyance at least 30 days. 

Brotherhood officials in Atlan- 
ta, Louisville, Ky.: San Francisco, 
and several southwestern points 
said flatly they had received or- 
ders to begin the strike, which 
would cripple almost all rail oper- 
ations in the United States, at 6 
a. m. Monday. 


THROWBACK TO JUNE 


The strike call came after votes 
by the two brotherhoods which 
drew an estimated 90 pep cent re- 
sponse which union officials said 
was overwhelmingly in favor of 
the walkout. The brotherhoods 
are demanding pay boosts of 25 
per cent, certain rules and regula- 
tions changes and better working 
conditions. 

The dispute developed last 
June when the brotherhoods, with 
other rail brotherhoods and 
unions, presented demands to the 
nation’s railroads, Arbitration of 
the pay dispute was agreed to by 
three operating and other non- 
operating unions, and the rail- 
roads. However, the BRT and the 
BLE refused to agree to arbitra- 
tion unless the other phases of the 
dispute were included. 

Although most of the railroad 
men were instructed to begin the 
strike Monday, some lines will not 
be affected until Tuesday. Those

ARBITRATION REFUSED 


Strikes by the two dissident 
brotherhoods would tie up virtu- 
ally all rail operations from 
coast to coast and from Canada to 
Mexico. Some 300,000 trainmen 
and 75,000 engineers would leave 
their jobs as fast as their runs 
were completed on March 11. 

It was probable that other 
brotherhoods and unions would 
refuse to cross picket lines set up 
by the engineers and trainmen.

Highlighted by big’ gains in 
licguor licenses, Georgia’s tax rev- 
enue for the month of February 
showed an increase of $2,021,346 
over the same month ot 1945. 

This was shown in a report is- 
sued yesterday by State Revenue 
Commissioner M. E. Thompson. 
February's gain brought the in 
crease for the eight-month period 
of this fiscal year to $8,568,871 
over the same period of the pre 
ceding fiscal year. 

State revenue from all except 
two sources increased, Thompson 
said. Income and property taxes 
declined. 


The commissioner’ said é 
many Georgians have not yet filed 


motor vehicle license plates. 


Deadline for filing income taxes is 
March 15, and for obtaining auto 
license plates is April 1. 
THOMPSON’S STATEMENT 

As the revenue department con- 
tinues a series of conferences with 
local officials March 7 in Athens, 
Thompson declared he is more in- 
terested in increasing the taxable 
value of shares in banks, jewelry, 
merchandise, and livestock than 
he is in increasing the tax burden 
on farm land. 

“A false impression has gone 
throughout the state to the effect 
that the state revenue department 
is making efforts only toward 
raising land values,” the commis- 
sioner observed. “As a matter of 
dact the decrease in farm land 
values from 1920 to 1945 is noth- 
ing like as great as the decrease 
in other types of property. Some 
counties are actually poorer than 
they were in 1920, whereas other 
counties are much wealthier. 
County digests should tell the 
truth and should take into consid- 
eration all classifications of prop- 
erty.” 

INCOME TAX DROPS 

Thompson reported that 32 
counties failed to tax bank shares 
last year, and 10 failed to tax 
jewelry. 

The higher warehouse fee on 
liquor amvunted for another large 
increase in state revenue from this 
source during February. The 
liquor tax unit turned in. $1,387,- 
308 last month, as compared with 
$257,977 for February, 1945, an 
increase of $1,129,330. 

Income tax collections dropped 
from $769,714 in 1945 to $702,930 
this February, a decline of $66,784. 
Property tax collections decreased 
‘from $301,797 to $269,697, a drop 
of $32,100. 

Total collections for February 
were $6,341,743, as compared with 
$4,320,396 for February, 1945. 
Total collections for the first eight 
months of the fiscal year totaled 
$45,343,990, as compared with $36,- 
775,119.

The Answer Is ‘No, Mr. 


The proper answer to Mr. Winston 
Churchill, for whom we have great re- 
spect and a certain affection, is “No.” 


Mr. Churchill, speaking yesterday at 
Westminster College in small Fulton, Mo., 
(population 6,105) in an address lacking 
the expected Churchillian fire and phrase- 
making, called for a virtual military alli- 
ance of this country and Britain against 
what he termed Russia’s desire for “in- 
definite expansion” of its “power and doc- 
trines.” 


The answer to that must be a definite 
“No.” 

We have committed ourselves, as has 
Britain, to a settlement of differences 
within the framework and meaning of 
the United Nations Organization. 


Also, it must be obvious to Mr. Church- 
ill himself, that such an alliance would 
immediately call for a retaliatory alliance 
by the Soviet Union. 


It would be the first step toward a 
third world war. That step, despite our 
more sensational radio commentators, who 
have removed their eye from the keyhole 
to the gent’s room and put it to the inter- 
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DeKalb Councils of Churchwomen, Atlan- 
ta Federation of Women’s Clubs, Business 
and Professional Women’s Club and Junior 
League. 

Up to now, the OPA has fought alone. 
Unless a congressional mandate gives it

We are in complete agreement that we 
should withhold the atomic bomb from 
the UNO until that organization has at- 
tained strength and standing. The way for 
it to attain such a position is through work- 
ing with its machinery, not through sepa- 
rate alliances. 

We like and admire you, Mr. Church- 
ill. But the answer is “No.” 


Grand Jury Condemns Obstructionist Legislators 


It is not surprising that the Fulton 
county grand jury has severely criticized 
two members of the local legislative dele- 
gation for the shameful manner in which 
they thwarted the people’s will on the 
county manager system. The two repre- 
sentatives—Cicero Kendrick and Paul 
Etheridge—blocked action on proposed 


legislation which would have provided 
the long-needed reform only after it was 
favorably voted upon in a county-wide ref- 
erendum The grand jury, in condemning 
the high-handed action, has but officially 
keynoted the widespread public resent- 
ment against these two who flagrantly 
flaunted the people’s will.

CAIRO, Egypt.—(By Air Mail)—That great 
character GI Joe, who seemed to populate all 
the world.a year ago when the guns still thun- 

dered and the sound of an aircraft in the sky was ominous, is dis- 
appearing like Lo, the poor Indian. 


They will not forget him. And, for the most part, they will 
remember him wit a certain fondness, smiling about him in the 
quiet hours when some memory of him comes back; or laughing 
and pounding backs and knees as th y talk about him and some 
of his more hilarious deeds, around tables at dinner or on the 
terraces with wine bottles before them. 


They will remember his puppy-dog liking for fun and play 
and children, They will remember him for his chewing gum and 
his candy for the kids. They will remember him for the food he 
got from friendly mess sergeants or that he scrounged while mess 
sergeants were not looking. They will remember him for his, 
eccentric Americanisms. 


In Paris, in Rome, in Egypt—all up and down the world—he 
is fading away. The cities look lonely without him. The places 
he inspired—the restaurants and bars and dance halls called 
“Jimmy’s Place’—‘“Joe’s Diner’—“The Brooklyn Bridge’—‘The 
Dixie Land”’—all these and more now have an empty and lonely 
look in foreign lands with maybe the proprietor standing in the 


door with a far-away look in his or her eyes, 

No Spik By his stubborn refusal to learn a foreign language 
—by his downright objection to ‘he fact that every- 

one didn’t speak American—he forced his words on the nations of 

the earth. 


The girls he squired around now look very lonely indeed in 
their fur coats in Rome and they have been reduced to saying, 
very softly indeed, to middle-aged civilians, “Is there anything 
you want, Mac?” 

In Cairo, as one approaches Shepheard’s hotel, the same tar- 
bushed young pimps come out and say, “You like see naked dance. 
Pretty girls, yes?” But they are not very hopeful about it and 
they seem discouraged in their approach. No more whooping 
groups take them up and go to flip lighted cigaret butts beneath 
the naked feet of the dancing girls. No more do they take rubber 
bands and metal clips and let them fly at the anatomy of the young 
ladies as they cavort in the famous belly dance of the Orient. 


The kids of every nation on earth know some English. “Hey, 
Mac?”—“‘Got cigaret, Joe?”—“Candy, choc-o-lot for me, chum?” 
This—and more—they know. Some of them still have sisters. 


; There are girls who still remember GI Joe. Some 
Memories of them are waiting for transportation home as 
brides. Some of them remember him with bitterness. He left a 
few illegitimate children wherever he was. Some of the girls still 
come around the almost empty headquarters and try in vain to 
locate Abe Lincoln, Sam Houston and, indeed, there is in one 
record I saw an insistent letter from a lady who wants the United 
States to locate a Corporal Houston Texas who, she says, is the 
father of her child and who left promising to marry her. 


But there are other memories, There are families who would 
have known hunger and tragedy had he not helped with food, 
money and influence. There are children who would have died 
but for the cans of milk he stole and brought to them. There are 
many fine friendships which will continue. There are Gls who 
will come back again, when transportation is available, bringing 
mothers and fathers or wives to visit these friends. 


When these sorts of. relationships were established, wherever 
they were, the international problems disappeared. When GIs got 
to go to colleges in “ngland or in France they learned that once 
they could meet on a basis of a language u.iderstood by both; once 
they could talk and know one another, they got rid of all the 
prejudices they had against “the English” or “the French.” 


Lonely Yes, they will remember him. They are lonely with- 
out him now and as his khaki uniform ceases to domi- 
nate the street crowds and is seen only occasionally one senses a 
great emptiness and there is less laughter and fun. 


In Germany it is the same. And that causes some worry. The 
youngsters coming now have seen no combat, They did not learn 
the Nazis or the Germans as did the combat men. They see only 
a wretched, miserable people and kids who look good and who, 
too, want gum and candy. The American soldier responds to 
wretchedness, How to combat that is a problem. 

But, the nations of the earth, upon which he went up and 
down—will never forget him. And mostly they remember him 
with a smile and a warmth in their hearts.

Women Plan To Do 
Something About It 


All of us have heard much about that danger- 
ous economic condition known as currency infla- 
tion. All of us have worried as we saw evidence, 

in the prices we have had to pay in recent months, that inflation has 
already begun its disastrous descent upon us. 


Now, leading womens organizations in Atlanta plan to do some- 
thing about inflation. Today, in the Civic room at the Ansley hotel, 
a conference on inflation will be held. It will begin at 9:45 a. m. and 
continue until late afternoon. There will be a luncheon at 1:30, with 
the meeting resuming at 2:45. 


Authorities on economic stabilization, on-price control and on in- 
flation are listed as speakers. There will be open discussions on the 
problems involved, in which the audience is invited to take part. 
There will be question periods and other opportunities for persons 
sincerely desirous of understanding the problem and of doing their 
part to check or halt inflation, to learn the truth and ways and means 
of combating the evil. 


Eleven women’s organizations are sponsoring the conference, led 
by the Atlanta League of Women Voters. Furthermore, each of the 
11 groups will provide two or three members of a special speakers’ 
committee which will undertake to provide speakers on the subject 
of inflation for any groups, large or small, which may request them 
in the future. 


: : There are, we should all know, two obvious 
Jbvious Tactics ways by which we can fight inflation. One 
is by refusing to pay over the ceiling price for any article on which 
there is an OPA ceiling and the other is by restraining our impulse 
to buy more than we really need of any article in limited supply, 
until such time as production of that article has caught up with de- 
mand- and thus regained normal market status, 


The strongest factor in bringing about inflation is consumer com- 
petition for goods in but limited supply. For instance, if there are 
three of some particular article available and six persons want to 
buy, there will be competition among the six until the three able 
and willing to pay most will get the article. Thus establishing a 
false and inflated price for said article. 

On the other hand, if there were six of said article and six pro- 
spective purchasers, the normal business method of selling at cost 
with reasonable profit added would rule. 

Inflation means that money buys less value than it should. Pur- 
chasing power is really the only true valuation of money—dollars. 
So, referring again to our example of the six would-be purchasers, 
in the first case the three who pay exorbitantly reduce the pur- 
‘chasing power of their dollars by paying more than they should for 
the articles in question. 

It is consumer-rivalry that reduces the purchasing power of the 
dollar. 

It can be consumer restraint which will hold the purchasing 
power of a dollar at high level.

We all know, if we read the papers, that OPA ceilings on some 
products have been raised to permit wage increases to satisfy strik- 
ing workers. Steel, for instance, now costs $5 more per ton, to 
offset the high wages won by the steelworkers who went on strike. 

Now I don’t object, at all, to higher pay for anyone, provided 
the increase is economically sound. But I do think organized labor 
is fooling itself if, by reason of higher prices for the product of its 
labor, the actual value of its wages—purchasing power—remains 
the same. Or is reduced. 

A union worker who, as the result of a strike, earns $60 where 
before he earned $50, is not one whit better off if higher costs 
of the things he must buy make that $60 equal, in purchasing power, 
to his prestrike $50—and no more. 

In the meantime, the nonorganized workers, those of the so-called 
white-collar class and many others, as well as organized workers who 
get no wage increase, are worse off. So, likewise, are all those who 
must depend on annuities, investments, insurance, pensions or other 
set-dollar incomes for subsistence. 

The women, through the movement to begin at today’s confer- 
ence, can do much to hold the purchasing value of the dollar steady 
and thus contribute mightily to the struggle against the encroach- 
ments of inflation. 

I’m beginning to believe, however, the only way the great mass 
of the unorganized can make themselves heard will be by creating, 
for themselves, a great “union of nonunion members,” thus creating 
an opinion and political pressure group of their Own.

The Test 
Of a Leader 


There are different kinds of 
bankers, as there are different 
kinds of doctors, grocers and real 
estate agents. 

Back in 1929, the last year of 
the great world-wide boom, there 
were conservative, careful bank- 
ers who accepted money as a Sa- 
cred trust and regarded them- 
selves as stewards of the commu- 
nity’s welfare. 

But there were others, specula- 
tors by nature, who regarded their 
charter only as a license to accept 


other people’s money and use it 


to make a profit. 

They were all that bankers 
should not be. During a boom pe- 
riod, when prices were fantasti- 
cally high and they should have 
discouraged speculation, they 
shared the general excitement and 
loaned money to garfiblers without 
adequate security. Then, when bad 
times came and they should have 
done everything possible to en- 
courage business and help people 
save their property, they lost their 
heads and craven panic made 
them heartless. They refused to 
make or renew loans and fore- 
closed without mercy or sense. 

These invited and deserved the 
retribution that followed the ’29 
crash. 

Handling large quantities of 
money, even though it wasn’t 
theirs, had made them feel rich 
and important. They were arro- 


gant, and their hired help imitated | 


them. 

If a farmer or any one of the 
“little people” asked such a small 
town banker for a loan, he was 
made to feel that he was asking a 
personal favor. He was renting 
the money, as he would rent a 
farm or a house. He would pay a 
fair rental, and would pledge 
ter value to insure 
payment of the loan, yet he ap- 
proached the banker hat in hand 
us though asking for a handout. 
Of course part of the fault was 
his. If a man asks to be kicked, 
somiebody will accommodate him. 

Bankers of that kind were not 
the only ones ruined. Even the 
most careful and most honorable 
went down with the others. 

One village banker, who had 
served his people for half a cen- 
tury, saw the inevitable crash com- 
ing and made plans to survive it. 
He hoarded his resources and de- 
cided to invest every surplus dol- 
lar in bonds. 

His correspondent bankers in a 
great metropolis dealt in secur- 
ities and he asked their advice 
They sold him South American 
bonds—worth exactly nothing. 
When he learned the truth, the 
old gentleman shot himself. He

Perhaps the greatest voters’ registration in the 
history of Georgia is under way, with many or- 
ganizations and newspapers urging Georgians to 

take advantage of the free ballot. Non-voters have until July 5 to 
put their names on the rolls so they can participate in the red-hot 
political battle this summer featuring a knock-down, drag-out fight 
between former Govs. Ed Rivers and Eugene Talmadge, with the 
entry of a ‘“people’s candidate,” supported by Gov. Ellis Arnall, seek- 
ing to prevent the return of either of these factions to power. 


Since the poll tax has been repealed, all a person has to do is 
to go to the courthouse and sign his name on the registration list. 
If he wasn’t registered in 1944, any registration prior to that time 
is no good. He has until July 5 to re-register. That’s all he has 
to do, and he has plenty of time yet to get set for the election. 
There is no reason why most adult Georgians should not be voters, 
Yet, realizing that citizens are not as anxious to select a governor 
as they are to buy a pair of nylons, many public-spirited organi- 
zations are taking it upon themselves to get people registered. Many 
newspapers are making voter registration their No. 1 platform. 


Beautiful girls have been used to pro 
Cheesecake Appeal mote everything from bathing suits to 
whisky. So Georgia's Women Democrats are bringing Anita Colby, 
movie gal and cover girl, to Atlanta to help push the registration 
campaign.

While they are chiefly interested in putting 
women’s names on the rolls, this business of Miss Colby is more 
likely to produce results among the men.

ALBANY’S old oaks are coming into tiny 

leaf, the first of the big trees that are greening. 

, Funny thing. Wild plums are white with blos- 

som, and the fence corner volunteer peach trees are in full bloom, 

but the aristocratic cultivated fruit of the great orchards still are 
in sober winter garb. 


South to BLAKELEY, and this is the flat land, now. Not 
the flat pinelands, yet, but the farmland where great fields 
stretch away until the trees on the farther border are like a 
low, green hedge.

We Could 
Be Worse Off 


There seems to be some room 
for improvement in our domestic 
affairs but to those despondent 
souls who think matters could not 
be worse I would address a note 
of cheer in the form of an in- 
quiry. 

How do they think we would 
have gone about untangling our- 
selves just now if Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, Harry Hopkins, and, 
latterly, the late Mr. Roosevelt, 
had had their way? 


Not long after Pearl Harbor, 
Mrs Roosevelt told us about one 
of those interesting discussions 
which had taken place on one of 
her rare nights at home of a 
Sunday evening in th¢ White 
House and said it was h¢r conclu- 
sion that the government should 
relieve us all of the f#roblem of 
deciding what we should do in the 
war effort and should tell us 
what to do—men and women. 


AND MR. HOPKINS, in a much 
more peremptory tone, told us 
that we would do as we were told 
and go where we were sent and 
warned us that civilian workers 
would be billeted on civilians in 
their homes with no regard for the 
character of either the boarders 
or the homeowners and with 


Constitution which forbade the 
billeting of soldiers in private 
dwellings. He seemed slightly 
exultant in the prospect that a 
social leader would be compelled 
by the government to become a 
boarding-house keeper and a pe- 
culiar fact, which may have oc- 
curred to him but may have es- 
caped those whom he threatened 
with a personal application of the 
Russian society in the U. S. A., 
was that nobody had ever elected 
him to any public position or au- 
thorized him to push us around 
and invade and disrupt our homes. 


OF COURSE, it didn’t mean 
Hopkins, who was a member of 
the ruling and privileged group 
set up in preliminary imitation of 
the Russian stratified society, nor 
Mrs. Roosevelt, herself, nor Henry 
Wallace, whose special quality 
was demonstrated when he doo- 
died around, out of a job, between 
inauguration 1945 and the day 
when the boss canned Jesse Jones 
and gave him the post of secre- 
tary of commerce in recognition of 
his humble plodding and door- 
bell ringing in the role of Johnny 
Appleseed during the fourth term 
campaign. If Henry had been a 
common man and not a special 
job, in those days of the ostensi- 
ble but fake shortage of factory 
labor, he would have got himself 
a pair of dungarees and a card in 
the CIO and gone to work. 


Later on, enlarging her thoughts, 
Mrs. Roosevelt put it to us that 
a young man should not be al- 
lowed to become a doctor just 
because he wanted to and that, 
having become a doctor, he 
shouldn’t be allowed to hang out 
his shingle wherever he pleased, 
but should be assigned, arbitrarily, 
to a place where authority, who 
would be called a commissar in 
Russia, should decide that his 
services were needed. 


THESE ARE SOME of the nov- 
elties that two of the most power- 
ful personalities in the Roosevelt 
government proposed for the 
American people, many of whom, 
nevertheless, still revere the rul- 
ing set as God-sent selfless bene- 
factors of the common man, and 
Mr. Roosevelt himself, after a long 
spell of waiting, finally indorsed 
the substance of their proposals 
about a year ago when he advo- 
cated a draft of civilian labor. 


Only passing notice need be 
paid to the threat, inherent in the 
Hopkins article, that dangerous 
characters might be billeted on 
decent American families whose 
male members were away fight- 
ing the Germans and the Japs and 
that innocent women might be 
sent by some political commissar, 
holding the title of billeting offi- 
cer, to live in evil surroundings. 
That was the natural expectable 
result of the imposition of total 
authority over the free American 
civilian. 


BECAUSE she is so evasive, we 
never heard from Mrs. Roosevelt 
whether she recognized in her sug- 
gestion about the young doctors 
an identity with one of the fea- 
tures of Hitlerism which she and 
her following had professed to 
abhor with special fervor. 

Of course, there never was any 
actual shortage of labor, over all. 
Mock - work and featherbedding 
and slow-down rules in war indus- 
tries were wasting much of our 
available, voluntary energy, and 
strikes at the rate of 5,000 a year, 
though highly detrimental to na- 
tional efficiency, still couldn’t 
thwart the production of much 
more than enough under freedom. 


IMAGINATION not only fal- 
ters but swoons at the thought of 
the problem of social, industrial 
and personal reconversion now, 
added to the calamities of read- 
justment of the servicemen and 
women, had Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Hopkins had their way and scram- 
bled the people at home as they 
so heartily proposed. 

And they weren’t kidding us, 
either. They meant it in the words 
of Hopkins that “it isn’t just talk 
and it won’t blow over and it does 
mean you.”

Piling one bad joke on 


another, I'll add this: After a winter crossing on one of these ships, 
you are bound to exclaim in the words of Madame de Stael, “Oh, 


Liberty, how many crimes are committed in thy name.” Now I’m‘ 


finished with the puns, let’s get on with the job. 


Wartime habits are so strong 
that when Mr. White, at the U. S. 
Lines in London, said loudly in 
the presence of half a dozen peo- 
ple, ‘You'll sail on the Niels Poul- 
son from Newport, Wales, on 
Thursday at 2:30 a. m.,” I jumped 
up and with my finger to my lips, 
cried, “Sh-h-! Somebody’ll hear 
you.” 


ACTUALLY, if the war had 
still been on it is doubtful that a 


Nazi submarine would have 
wasted ammunition on an empty 
cargo ship and, besides, they could 
pretty well count on the justly in- 
famous perils of the sea to sink 
her. The first mate had done a 
nice piece of understatement when 
he merely said: “She rolls, she 
pitches, she stands on end.” Not 
a word, you see, about those occa- 
sions when she leans to leeward 
46 degrees then 46 to windward, 
her stern leaps out of the water, 
is practically smacked off and 
then she stands panting, vibrating, 
quivering, gasping in midair for a 
good five minutes—all this in one 
operation before she starts pitch- 
ing again. 

Well, the crew certainly did 
their best to prepare us. At the 
beginning of the voyage they all, 
from the captain down to the 
stokers, told us the defects of the 
Liberty ships and gave statistics 
on the number still being sunk 
by mines, those that had burst in 
the middle between hatches num- 
ber 3 and 4 (just below our cabin) 
in the high seas, or had gone 
aground, and how, in the previous 
trip, it had taken 23 days to go 
from Norfolk to Brest. 


AND YET there are advantages 
in traveling this way. The five 
passengers agreed on the first day 
to wear their oldest clothes and 
never bother abou* dressing. We 


4have the run of the ship and the 


captain’s charts are just as famil- 
iar to us as his shower bath. 


The passengers know one an- 
other’s life histories, best anec- 
dotes, alma maters, aversions and 
ambitions. One, a Jew from the 
English midlands, is now an 
American citizen, violently pro- 
American and anti-British. He 
manufactures buttons in England 
and sells real estate in New York, 
knows all the clinches and never 
neglects any of them. The second 
is a career woman from Florida 
who has been in the U. S. consu- 
lar service for .15 years and was 
interned by the Japs when they 
took Hongkong. 


THE THIRD is the most inter- 
esting of us all, Robert, of course, 
excepted. He is a Catholic priest 
who was born in California and 
has served in the British Army as 
a chaplain since 1939, when he 
volunteered. An extremely cul- 
tured man, he was educated in 
England, Switzerland and Ger- 
many: humor, kindliness, a gen- 
uine love of humanity added to 
his wide knowledge and _. back- 
ground, make him the most 
charming of companions. Now he 
is on 21 days compassionate 
leave to visit his mother, who is 
ill in California. 


In a subsequent article I want 
to tell you of the crew and how 
close the war comes to us here 
on the Niels Poulson. But‘in this 
there ‘is room now only for “the 
skipper,” Captain Miller. What 
experiences he has had! Of Ger- 
man origin, he was born in 
Wisconsin and has worked at 
many jobs; railroading and logging 
in the west; sawmilling in Jessup, 
Ga., serving on ships on the Great 
Lakes, on tug-boats, barges, 
schooners and what not.

It's Easy To Get Up 
Early on the Farm 


One of the practices easy to follow on the farm 
and one which brings much pleasure, is the mat- 


ter of early rising. 


It is no hardship at all; you 


want to get up. We have observed with interest that even the con- 
firmed old nighthawks, when they visit us at Yellow River, pop out 
of bed along with the rest of us at 5 o’clock. They complain, but 


they get up nonetheless. 


Maybe it’s because we go to -bed early. 


The fresh air, the wholesome food, the exercise and the peaceful 
environment, make it easy to fall into bed quite early. Then, too, 


the sleep is better sleep; more 
restful. The neighbor’s radio is not 
blaring, there is no party going on 
in the next room. The fire siren 
is not blasting and the impatient 


| motorist is not blowing his horn. 


Shakespeare called sleep “‘nature’s 
sweet restorer.” Perhaps he was 
thinking of sleep, “country style.” 
Certainly it is charged with resto- 
ratives out on the Yellow river. 


BUT there is more to this mat- 
ter of early rising than in merely 
having your sleep out. The early 
morning is the best time of the 
day. Coffee, made by yourself, ex- 
actly as you like it, and doctored 
up just as you want it compound- 
ed, becomes a religious rite, (al- 
most), when taken feelingly be- 
fore your own open fire, which 
you have made yourself. And 
there is fun in making your own 
fire, likewise. If you want the 
news, you may turn on the radio. 
Or you may decide to let the 
world go by and not even bother 
with the news. It is surprising 
how little it means to one, on the 


‘farm. If you like the bird fami- 
lies, the early morning is the time 


to observe them. At twilight, just 
before sunup, is the time they are 
rushing around getting’ their 
breakfasts. The chances are that 
you will even get a glimpse at a 
hawk and maybe see a plucky lit- 
tle martin ride the hawk clear 
out of sight. 


THE COLORS are different, 
very early in the morning. The 
deep green clovers are aqua-ma- 
rine before the light starts up the 
chlorophyl-making machinery. The 
dew on the haystacks, the glisten 
of the limbs on the trees, the sil- 
very sheen of the sycamore off on 
the horizon; all these give you a 
lift. The morning sounds 
teresting too. The lonesome crow

The 
smoke coming out of the chim- 
neys, early in the morning, is 
homelike and cheerful and starts 
the imagination to work. The 
imagination sees in that smoke 
curling from the chimney a 
smoldering skillet filled with a 
half-inch slice of country ham; a 
center cut, right down through the 
middle of it. It sees and tastes the 
red gravy, the lift-top biscuits, the 
wide-eyed eggs, (edged in lace like 
a wedding gown), the country but- 
ter and the home-made preserves. 
Through the dim light, one ob- 
serves the cultipacker, the hay- 
rake, the lime-spreader and the 
mowing machine, all symbols of 
the newer type of farming. In 
imagination, there emerges a 
bountiful land of grasses and 
clovers and livestock and good 
schools and roads and processing 
plants and happy farm people. 
Yes, the morning is a very fine 
time. In the country, it’s easy to 
arise and meet the dawn.

Take Short Cut 
To Slim Hips 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Out-of-kilter posture can accen- 
tuate the posterior and ruin a girl’s 
silhouette, with or without excess 
padding on the hipline. That 
pustle effect is caused by the 
down-in-front and out-in-black tilt 
of the pelvic bones. 


Stand sidewise to a full-length 
mirror au natural. Now, slim 
yourself up through the midriff, 
as if you were trying to squeeze 
through the narrowest possible 
space. When hips are pulled down 
and under, and lower abdominal 
muscles are pulled firmly up and 
in, the bustle vanishes. 


Technically, this posture prob- 
lem is termed lordosis, and com- 
monly called swayback ... the 
small of the back scoops sharply 
in, and hips just naturally jut out. 
To make matters worse, there is 
also a compensating outcurve of 
the abdominal wall. All in all, it’s 
no help to your figure! 


The right lineup will straighten 
things out and put the curves in 
their proper place. But you'll 
need corrective exercises to nor- 
malize that curve at the lumbar 
section of the spine and to put 
tone in the muscular girdle, 


. 

First, a two-way stretch, Lie flat 
on your back on the floor, legs 
straight down, arms straight up on 
floor overhead, elbows straight and 
on floor. Stretch slowly in both 
- directions, pushing down with the 
heels and up with fingertips. Pull 
up and in with the lower abdom.- 
nal muscles and down and under 
with the buttocks muscles, and try 
to lessen the distance between you 
and the floor at the small of your 
back. The pelvis is held in normal 
position by the down-pull of the 
big muscles on the back of the hips 
and the up and in-pull of the ab- 
dominal muscles, just as they are 
used in that exercise. Relax and 
repeat slowly six times. 

Now bend your knees, feet on 
floor, and bring alternate knees to 
chest as you press the small of 
your back smack against the floor, 
always pulling firmly up and in. 
Repeat slowly 10 times. 

Finish with that old standby, 
the wall bicycle. Lie on your back 
with the buttocks against a wall 
(getting into this position takes 
a bit of maneuvering); extend legs 
straight up the wall. Or this can 
be done against a closed door to 
save the wall! Now pedal, bring- 
ing alternate knees to chest, and 
again concentrate on pulling up 
trongly with the lower abdominal 
muscles. When you get the knack 
of the pedaling down pat, stretch 
arms up on floor overhead as al- 
ternate knees are bent to chest.
